WHEAT GROW ERS UNITE 


At a conference of state grain-grow­ 
ing associations,* cohering virtually 
the entire wheat producing, territory 
of the United States, which was held 
at Denver on Thursday last, plans for 
the organization of a national federa­ 
tion of wheat marketing associations 
on the contract pooling 
basis 
were 
adopted. 
The new federation, to be known 
as the American Wheat Crowers Asso­ 
ciated, will be placed iii operation as 
soon as the Middle Western co-opera­ 
tive societies begin tile actual selling 
of wheat, it was announced. 
The new organization will consist 
of a board of directors selected by the 
various state organizations, who will 
have control of export sales of wheat 
and will co-ordinate the domestic ac­ 
tivities, arrange plans to provide li- 
nance for wheat 
growers 
who 
are 
members of the organization, estab­ 
lish a statistical department and a d ­ 
vise iii the general operations of the 
state organizations. 


Dr. C. P. Bull, State Weed Inspec­ 
tor, announces that preparations have 
been completed for a state-wide c a m ­ 
paign for the eradication of weeds in 
Minnesota during 1922.

Anyone al all familiar with the m e­ 
chanical makeup of a newspaper or 
magazine knows that before going to 
press there are always a number of 
unoccupied spaces of odd sizes which 
must lie filled in with something or 
other to make the page or the column 
complete. 
The m akeup man usually 
nils these spaces with jokes, bits of 
poetry and saying wise or otherwise. 
They are not pu t in because of any 
intrinsic value in tho eyes oC Cie 
make-up man, but simply to fill out. 
The technical term for them ii "lin­ 
ers.” 
B ut—aud here is whore the gods 
laugh—it often turns out that tho pon­

A bridge now 
which will cross 
tinder construction, 
the Potomac river, 
connecting Virginia with the city of 
Washington at 
Thirty-fourth 
street, 
was originally designed as a memorial 
to Francis Scott Key, author of "The 
Star-Spangled 
Banner" 
and once a 
resident of old Georgetown. 
The gen­ 
eral 
assembly 
of 
Maryland 
made 
Georgetown a town in TTGT, twenty-five 
years before that province ceased to 
be loyal to the British crown. 
The old 
town, now part of Washington, evi­ 
dently was built on the ashes of the 
Indian village of 'Collogen 
How 
surprised 
the 
old 
residents 
would have been lo have 
awakened 
some fine morning to find Ibis glisten­ 
ing white structure in place of their 
little river ferry. 
Their only bridge 
was at Bittie Falls, three miles above 
th*' present bridge-site, and was made 
of timbers swung on chains. 
In til** 
charter of Hie Georgetown corporation 
it w a s , written that the city should 
"keep tile chain bridge and the road 
leading to til*' bridge fro** and in re­ 
pair forever." 
The Georgetown ferry 
at one time was in dispute, for Vir­ 
ginia claimed tho river. The ferryman 
was persuaded to row the sheriff to 
Hie Virginia shore. 
He was arrested 
when In* stepjied onto Virginia s o il to 
collect his fee and taken for trial to 
Fairfax courthouse. 
Many years ago, where 
falls 
the 
shadow of this new structure, there 
came and went the ships of the Dutch 
East Indies bringing silks and jewels 
and returning down to the sea with 
their cargoes of tobacco. There also 
docked th*' Shenandoah, which went 
regularly to Europe with lier hold full 
of tin* Virginia weed, to return laden 
with salt. Sailing packets put out for 
New York with flour, and once on a 
Saturday night 
the 
schooner Pearl 
slipped silently down th** river with 
most of the slaves of the town on 
board, causing a scarcity of Sunday 
morning breakfasts and putting great 
consternation in 
tile boarts of th** 
hon sew i ves. 
W akes Old Georgetown Memories. 
Many tales are told of Hi** boats 
which put into port and it is said that 
when Kpilmnn sailed from Jamestown 
in the pinnace Tiger many years be­ 
fore to trade with the Indians for 
corn, that ('apt. Henry Fleete, who 
was among those to land, was captured 
and 
held. 
II*1 
learned 
tile 
Indian 
language and almost entirely forgot 
bis own. Enter lie was ransomed and 
taken to England. Thoro lie told many 
wonderful stories and in writing of tho 
upper Potomac said "it abounded! with 
.-iiI manner of fish. Til** Indians in one 
night will catch thirty sturgeons in a 
place of the river not above twelve 
fathoms broad. And as for deer, buf­ 
falo, boars, turkeys, 
Iii** 
woods 
do 
swarm with them and th** soil is ex 
ceedingly fertile.” 
The spot where the sturgeons were 
en ugh) lins sine** been Identified t i s th** 
stone lions** and mil! built about th*' 
end of the eighteenth century by Amos 
Claud ; the mill is now known as Ends 
mill. Georg*# Washington was said to 
be exceedingly fond of fish, and fish­ 
ing was one of bis pastimes; in a let­ 
ter he lins said lie "went n-dragging 
for sturgeon frequently." 


A Busy Little Town. 
Had one stood where Hi*’ north abut­ 
ment of the new bridge now towers, in 
those early days, he would have looked 
fiver the obi “business section” ; on 
"Brown’s bakehouse" on Water street, 
"John Lawrence’s skin dressing” on 
Fayette street, "Dawson’s Soap and 
Grease factory” on Water street near 
Frederick, on the tobacco warehouses, 
the 
“inspection 
house' 
and 
the 
wharves. It was a busy little town and 
many 
shops of miscellaneous char­ 
acter flourished and grew. An extract 
from an old letter written bv Maj. An­ 
drew Ellicott to Ids wife Sally, when 
In the city to make a survey, read: 
“I bought for you in a little shop in 
Georgetown ii pair of black mitts and 
a small smelling bottle." 
In olden days two fairs wore held 
annually by the town. Each lasted 
three days. One was set for the first 
Thursday in October and the other bo­ 
gan on th*' second Thursday in April, 
and on these days all persons were 
free from arrests save only for felony 
and breach of peace. The gentry came 
from far and near in satins and home­ 
spun and the fair was ceremoniously 
opened 
by the baliff, who read 
a 
proclamation which began. "Oh, yes! 
and th a t’s e’e time, Oh. yes! and that’s 
two times. 
Oh. yes! and that’s the 
their*! and last time; come all manner 
of persons,” whereupon he stated what 
must not be done by tile people on the 
day tinder penalty of punishment, and 
it ended with "and I’ll haam to my 
I tanner." 
In I THO the race track was opened 
in 
conjunction with 
the fair, with 
gentlemanly betting.

George Washington that he attended 
tile races, bet moderately, and gen- 
<‘-a!ly subscribed to the purses. The 


old fairs were gay and festive occa­ 
sions, statesmen aud private citizens 
gathering together for pleasant recre­ 
ation.
